things. But just you growl any
how you have a right to do so.

If the school room needs scrub-
bing and cleaning it is your right to
let the teacher do It; because he is
getting big wages and doing noth-
ing. If tbe political views which
the teacher entertains do not fully
coincide with yours find fault. Re-
member you live ia a free country.
He has enough to do to attend to
teaching arithmetic and grammar,
etc, without making hi political
views public. Whenever a man is
kept up in idleness by direct taxes
his patrons have a right to say
whether he shall carry a torch in a
political procession or not. You
have a right to find fault with him
if he does not attend church or Sun-
day school, and you have a right to
find fault if he docs. You have a
right to grumble if he does
not comb his hair to suit you, and
especially if he parts it in the mid-
dle. You have a right to growl if
bis neck-t-ie is not the latest agony,
or his coat of the new style. But
to conclude this subject the follow-
ing directions may be given to ena-
ble you to exercise your unlimited
rights whenever an occasions de-

mands.
1. Elect the most ignorant, big-

oted, close fisted fogies in the dis-
trict for the school board. You
have the right to do so if you de-
sire.

2. Employ the cheapest teacher
you can get, regardless of qualifica
tions, reputation or experience, be--
cause. "Eeonomv i wealth

with the teacher, and tell every
body, especially let the pupils hear
it. It will have a tendency to aid
the school.

4. When you hear a bad report
about the teacher of the school, cir-
culate it as fast as you can and do
not fail to use the figure of rhetoric
called hyperbole while doinsr so.

5. Never visit the school nor
encourage the teacher. You have
a right to do so if vou wish.

6. But if you should happen to
visit the school, take notice of what
seems to go wrong, and tell every-
body about it except the teacher,
lou have a right not tell him.

7. Never advise your children to
be obedient to the teacher, and
when one is punished, rush to the
school-roo- before your passion is
cooled, and give the teacher a lec- -
tnre on Dedasoeics in the Dresence
or the pupils.

8. Be indifferpnt about sending
your children regularly because
you have a riaht tc be boss over
your own children.

In general, conduct your school
on the cheapest possible plan, and
let your chief aim be to exercise
your rights in finding fault. If
these few rules be faithfully carried
out you will without doubt have a

school. These suggestions are
offered with good feelings towards
all.
